Grain Harvest Progresses Rapidly. 
s Fruits Slow. 

TED ‘PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 27.—The 
following summary of the weather and 
crop conditions existing in California 
for the past week has been prepated by 
the Department of Agriculture: 

The average temperature for the week 
has been slightly below the normal, 
with cloudy or partly cloudy weather 
for several days, and fog in some sec- 
tions. Light showers occurred Satur- 
day in the coast and bay sections, 
the Sacramento Valley and in the north- 
ern portion of the San Joaquin. Hay- 
ing was interefered with to some ex- 
tent, but the damage was very light, 
while higher grain and fruit escaped 
material injury. Grain harbest is pro- 
gressing rapidly, and in most sections 
the quality and yeild are far above ex- 


_|pectations, wheat especially will be a 


very heavy crop, exceupt in sections 
affected«by the drought, principally in 
the extreme south. Hay has proved a 
good crop in nearly all sections. De- 
ciduous fruits are ripening rapidly, and 
with the exception of apricots and 
prunes, the yield promises to be above 
the average. Peaches are of excellent 
quality, and the crop is heavy.

character wholly unacceptable to the 

American side, involving, asit did, the 

tranSfer into Canadian jurisdiction of 

the fortunes and claims of many Amer- 
ican miners.

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Work at the Yellow Amer—A Wedie | 
Milling—Strike in the Winches. 
ter—Mojave Mines—Dewey Mine 
Bonded—Mining Notés, 


There is more prospecting being done 
on the desert. at the present time than 
during any year since the discovery of 
the Randsburg mines. From Mojave 
on the west to the Colorado River: on 
the east, and all the Way south of the 
Tehachapi range ‘of mountains all the. 
camps are busy; some busier. than 
others, developing prospects or taking 
out ode. The Ballarat region has never 
looked go promising as now, the Rade- 
macher district is substantiating its 
first claims to the possession of rich 
ore bodies; in the Rand district, of 
which Randsburg is the center, there 
is not a stamp mill idle, the Victor dis- 
trict, San Bernardino county, is tak- 
ing on new life, while the Vanderbilt 
district, in' the same county, with thé 
Searchlight, just across the river, are 
now showing mines as against holes 
a few years ago.. Nor are Los Angeles, 
San Diego, or Riverside counties excep- 
tions. The mining spirit pervades all 
things and all men, for, as was stated 
in an editorial published in the New 
York Financial News last week, “This 
is the age of mining.” * 
RANDSBURG MINBS. 

In the Yellow Aster group the Her- 
cules crosscut is now connected with 
the west drift on the Trilby on the same 


level, giving better ventilation and two 


outlets instead of one for ore. The 
length of the cross-cut is 700 feet from 
the Hercules shaft, and 400 from the 
Trilby winze. The ‘Yellow Aster is 
milling about one hundred tons of ore a 
day, but the quantity will soon be in- 
creased. 

The Wedge .mine made a milling of 
ore a few: days ago at the Red Dog 
mill which cleaned up nearly $3000.

STRIKE IN THE WINCHESTDR. 
, A strike of some rich ore in the Win- 
chester mine, on Providence Mountain, 
San Bernardino county, Cal., is re- 
ported. The property is seventeen miles 
north of Danby, on _ the line of the 
Santa Fé-Pacific Railway, and is owned 
by J. R. Newberry, H. J. Woollacott, 
Cc. H. Henry and R. H. Howell, all of 
Los Angeles. The strike was made at 
a depth of forty feet in the shaft now 
being sunk. The indications are said 
to be good for the making of a valua- 
ble property out of it. The Providence 
range, which runs in a northeasterly 
and southwesterly direction, extends to 
the Vanderbilt district, and is known 
to possess sonfe valuable gold ore ledges.

The mines in the vicinity of Mojave, 
Cal., are rapidly acquiring a good repu- 
tation.

The prop- 
erty has lately been purchased by the 
Standard Oil Company, $750,000 having 
been paid for it. It is reported that 
this property is now producing an 
average of $40,000 per month in bullion 
and concentrates. 
NEW NON-METALLIC, MINERAL. 

The deposits of gilsonite, asphaltum 
and elaterite in eastern Utah are at- 
tracting attention. These are all non- 
metallic minerals and the Raven. Min- 
ing Company has secured a lease from 
the government to develop the deposits 
of them which have been discovered on 
the Indian reservation in eastern Utah. 
A shipment of 100 tons of elaterite was 
lately made to a varnish company in 
Chicago who proposes to use it in the 
ma acture of varnish. Elaterite is 
a cOmparatively new product and its 
properties are not as yet fully known. 
It is claimed that it makes an excel- 
lent substitute for ha rubber and 
cannot be distinguished from the real 
gutta percha. In the form of a var- 
nish it has also been tested in salt 
water,-and it is shown that when the 
hulls of vessels are given a coating 
they gather no barnacles or sea-weed, 


and the bottoms never corrode or be- 
come foul. Data on this subject will

president of the Royal Academy of 
Fine Arts: he was admitted to be the 
greatest painter of his day, and the 
world has placed him on the honor list 
of the painters of all times. > 
It is a singularly interesting story, 4 


of.all lands, for the man was one of 
those fortunate people who, understand- 
ing the full v@jue of hard work and 
constant application, never ceased to 
study and ever labored to make each 
succeedisig effort the best of. his life. 
That he should accomplish this was, of 
course, impossible, but the determina- 
tion naturally enabled him to keep.to 
the highest standard and in old age he 
showed no diminution of the power of 
his youth, his last works being among 
his best. So well ordered was his life 
that he found time to partake to the 
full of social and intellectual enjoy- 
ments, never for a moment neglecting 
his’art, and his intimates were among 
the brightest minds of a time when 
brains were by no means rare, 

There flocked to his studio’the great- 
est people of the kingdom, from roy- 
alty to the leading dandies of the time. 
He painted most of the historic men 
and women of his own country and 
nearly all of the distinguished literary 
and artistic lights. Although he re- 
ceived for the time splendid prices, his 
canvases are now worth more than 
their weight in gold, and bring sums 
of money of which the man _ never 
dreamed in his wildest moments. Time 
has only strengthened his_ position, 
which from the first was of the best. 
The name of this surprising man was 
Joshua Reynolds. 

BIRTH AND YOUTH. 

Joshua, son of Samuel Reynolds, was 
born four miles from Plymouth, Eng- 
land, at Plymouth Earl, on July 16, 
1723. His father, whose circumstances 
were very modest, had originally in- 
tended: that he should become an 
apothecary, and in those days apothe- 
caries practiced medicine; but the child 
at an early age gave wunmistakablé 
signs of a talent for drawing/and with 
difficulty could be kept at his books. 
While he had a smattering of Latin, 
charecal and paints were far more 
him than anything else, and at 12 there 
is a record of his having painted a por- 
trait, using the sail of a boat for his 
canvas, and employing pigments se- 
cured from the shed of a shipwrigit.

Almost 
immediately Reynolds had a great 
success and became the vogue.

He would 
have several sitters daily. In the year 
1158, for example, he painted 150‘por- 
traits. But with all these commissions 
he did not. hecome in the least a man- 
ufacturer of portraits, as did others at 
his time, and since, for that matter. 
He had an early friend in the fashiou- 
able and wealthy Lord Edgcumbe, and 
this gentleman was instrumental

PINGREE AND ALGER. ~ 

Washington dispatches announce 
that Gen. Alger, Secretary of War, will 
continue to hold his position in the 
Cabinet, notwithstanding the fact that 
he has entered into an alliance with 
“Potato Pingree” of Detroit, by which 
he (Alger) is if possible to be made a 
Wnited States Senator from Michigan, 
to succeed Senator McMillan. As is 
well known, Pingree is a_ bitter op- 
ponent of Mr. McMillan, while Mc- 
Millan is a firm and loyal supporter. of 
the administration, and is a candidate 
for reélection. — 

It is difficult to understand how, un- 
der these circumstances, Alger can in- 
sist upon retaining his place in the 
Cabinet. If he earries this insistence 
too far, the chances are that he will 
be requested, in no uncertain manner, 
to step down and out. He would do 


possessed of a proper sense of delicacy, 
or a due appreciation ofthe eternal 
fitness of things. 

In his exuberance at having formed 
a “combine” with Pingree, Alger al- 
lowed himself to be quoted in a Wash- 
ington interview, to the effect that 
“Pingree is for President McKinley, 
first, last, and all the time.” This 
has caused Pingree to impale Alger, 
in a statement brought out by the 
Alger interview, as follows: 

“If Gen. Alger said that, it is his 
opinion from his point of view. The 
question whether I am for McKinley 
lies with the President, not with me. 
If Gen. Alger knows that President 
McKinley is opposed to territorial ex- 
pansion and is not an advocate of the 
murder and the destruction ‘visited 
upon the innocent Filipinos, he has a 
right to say that I am for McKinley. 

“If Gen. Alger is informed that Mc- 
Kinley is opposed to trusts and legis- 
lation which fosters, creates and en- 
courages them and in favor of legisla- 
tion té restrict and suppress them, 
then I am closer to the opinions ‘ of 
McKinley than has been generally he- 
lieved. 

“It Gen. Alger is assured that Presi- 
dent’ McKinley is not in touch and 
sympathy with the disreputable politi- 


cal methods of Mark Hanna and his’ 


friends and deprecates stich leadership, 
then I am for McKinley. 

“The question of whether I favor 
McKinley is of no consequence in the 
Senatorial. matter, but I am for Mc- 
Kinley in everything he does which I 
consider right, and against everything 
he does which I consider wrong.” 

So far as Alger is concerned, it 
would appear that the time has come 
when he- must choose between Pingree 
and the administration. He has, 
clearly, reached the parting of the 
ways. No man can serve two masters: 
His resignation from the Cabinet 
Ought to be a foregone, conclusion. 

As for Pingree, the pompous impu- 
dence of his declaration would be hard 
to parallel. “The murder and the de- 

' struction visited upon the innocent 
Filipinos” is as worthy of the Hoar-At- 
kinson-Bryan-Aguinaldo contingent, as 
it is of the small-potato Governor of 
the Wolverine State.

AN EXHIBIT OF SOCIAL ECONOMY. 
Plans are now in course of prepara- 
tion, by the United States Commis- 
sion, for making an exhibit of social 
economy at the Paris Exposition of 
1900. The average reader will not, at 
first glance, understand exactly what 
sort of an exhibit this will be. But 
it is explained that it is intended that 
the exhibit “shall wprésent a compre- 
hensive picture of our national life, 
showing characteristic features of the 
country itself, the people, and the 
typical industrial and social ~ institu- 
tions.” It is needless to say that if 
this plan be carried out, the social 
economy section of the United States 
exhibit at Paris will be an undertak- 
ing of considerable magnitude, and of 
very great general interest. 

_° The idea of an exposition of social 
economy was conceived and executed 
for the first time by Frederic Le Play, 
at the Paris Exposition of 1867; and it 
was revived at the exposition of 1889. 
Documents sent from all parts of the 
world were grouped systematically in 
the pavilion of the Esplanade des In- 
valides. The Musée Social sought to 
make permanent a collection similar 
to these necessarily short-lived -ones., 
An exposition of social economy con- 
stitutes a means of useful instruction 
for the public. Here are displayed 
pictures and charts in which the his- 
tory and results of the principal insti- 
tutions of social economy are pre- 
sented and summarized. From a com- 
parative study of these works is ob- 
tained a deeper knowledge of the prin- 
ciples which govern social economy. 
The Paris society, wishing to spare 
the public the sometimes difficult work 
of synthesis, has extracted from the 
pictures and documents the essential 
principles. which are inscribed. on the. 
panels above them. 

France possesses, probably, the only 
permanent Museum of Social Economy 
in the world, thanks to the generosity 
and public spirit of the founder, Comte 
de Chambrun. The London School of 
Economics fills, to some extent, the 
same field for England, while the 
League for Social Service, which has 
its headquarters at New York, which 
is a sort of clearinghouse in social 
economy, needs only adequate ‘ finan- 
cial support to extend its services in 
much the same direction in this coun- 
try. The latter institution is now anx- 

iously awaiting the advent of an 

| “angel,” like Comte de Chambrun, to 
make possible the» realization of. its 
hopes and aspirations.

The editor of our esteemed contem-

Villages — y Annexation to 
the United States is not More 
Favored. -

PSPERANZA (Cuba,) May 27.— 
Crossing the island from Sagua ia 
Grande to Cienfuegos, by the exceed- 
ingly jerky train that runs almost due 
south from port to port, may be rec- 
ommended as a sovereign dyspepsia 
cure, akin, to horseback iding: 
Though the pleasure of the journey 
is marred by the necessity of holding’ 


on one’s hat and grasping the sides 
of the seat, while nodding like a toy 
mandarin to one’s vis-a-vis and threat. 
ening to pitch bodily into him—the 
Scenery, as the traveler gets glimpses 
of it between these acrobatic perfor- 
mances, is beautiful enough to fill him 
with “the joy of living.” He sees long 
Stretches of cane, yellow as burnished 
= atm the sun shining on it; to- 
cco farms dotted with  towerl 
palms,‘ and the rank and file of fields 
of Indian corn standing like armies 
ready to march. Vast, empty meadows, 
inclosed within low walls of piled-up 
stones that remihd him of New 
England, are «covered with coarse 
grass upon which | cattle ought to be. 
feeding; interspersed with poorly 
tilled, or wholly untilled gections, 
whose bright. red soil and flaunting 
weeds attest their wonderful fertility. 
At rare intervals stretches of tropical 
jungle are passed, apparently as un- 
reclaimed as when: the first Spaniard 
set foot on the island. The lark spins 
out his interminable airette to the 
summer sky, the notes of quail and 
plover, “Phoebe,” and tomeguin are 
waited on the soft, warm breeze: and 
beyond all the distant hills glimmer 
like a dream of the Delectable Moun- 
tains. Palm trees, characteristic of 
every Cuban landscape, are omnipres- 
ent, sweeping away in curved lines 
along the course of streams, standing 
in splendid groves, or ranged in 
double rows of smooth, gray columns 
whose majesty gives one the feeling of 
walking in a moonlit cathedral. Un- 
doubtedly the most beautiful thing in 
nature is a tall and stately palm 
standing alone against a backgroun 
of fleecy clouds in a turquoise sky. 
Its plumed crest, tossed by every 
Vagrant breeze, casts no shade—or, at 
best, bait a tiny patch afar off in the 
field. The stories of travelers in tropi- 
cal lands sitting under the cooling 
shadow of+palms are as absurd as 
those other Mayne-Reid tales of way- 
farers reaching up and plucking cocoa- 
nuts with which to slake their burning 
thirst—a feat they might perhaps ac- 
complish if possessed of arms twenty 
to thirty yards long. 

As one progresses farther and far- 
ther into the heart of Cuba, the nine- 
teenth century, with all its strife and 
turmoil, falls behind and is forgotten. 
Each straw-thatched village encoun- 
tered en route—and they are very 
numerous—seems given over to per- 
petual somnia. The railway stations 
are not thronged with the idle and 
curious, as in other rutal parts, but 
the people set in their doors, dreamily 
watching the train from afar, too 
lazy for active curiosity. Occasionally 
a more enterprising citizen, black as 
the hackneyed ace of spades, or with 
the lean, brown profile of Rameses II, 
Saunters through the cars, offering 
Some trifie for sale, and ragged chil- 
dren extend their hands for alms, and 
laughingly greet the traveler with the 
English phrases they have picked up, 
such as “Gimme a penny;” 
right,” “Good-by.* At one station a 
small girl, patched fore and aft, but 
with the face of an angel, lifted timid 
eyes In response to our salutation and 
murmured “God-dam,” without an idea 
of the meaning of the word, she had 
heard the Yankee soldiers use. 

Each thatched village has some dis- 
tinguishing peculiarity. At one is made 
the famous jalea de guayaba (guava 
jelly,) which has such a sale through- 


out all Spanish-America. It is put up 


in narrow wooden boxes, can be kept 
indefinitely, and is as appetizing as 
healthful. In the hotels of Havana it 
is invariably served with cheese as a 
dinner dessert. Another town is. dis- 
tinguished by a great wooden crucifix, 
erected on the public square, with 
arms opened wide to x. Sinful world. 


At Esperanza, “‘City of Hope,” a tall 


birdhouse, close by the church,» ex- 
tends a hospitable invitation to all the 
denizens of the air. It shows the 
kindly and poetic nature of the peo- 
ple—so poor that $10 could hardly be 
raised among them to save a human 
life, yet caring for the feathered 
tribes less irresponsible than them- 
selves. In several towns’ the public 
well appears to be the social center. 
On an elevated platform, roofed and 
tiled, but with sides open to the air, 
is a great iron wheel, which every- 
body turns for him or herself. Oh, 
for the pencil of a Nast; a Gibson 
of a Cruikshank! omen come stroll- 
ing across the fields bringing to the 
well kerosine cans converted {into 
buckets, and boys carry poles on their 
shoulders, to which are slung 
cans, jars, demijohns, any old: thing 
that will hold water except a regular 
pail. Groups of barefooted girls 
coquette with their lovers while wait- 
ing their turns at the wheel, and be- 
draggled matrons sit on the steps ex- 
changing neighborly gossip, their sad- 
dle-colored babies, naked as Correggio's 
St. John,-rolling about in the weeds. 
Sleepy and unimportant as these in- 
terior villages seem, they are the real 
Cuba after all, and in them the public 
pulse may be more correctly told than 
in cosmopolitan Havana, where the 

ple have learned the wisdom of dis- 

ising their sentiments. 

By the way, if anybody at home is 
of the opinion that the Cuban nation 
will ever welcome annexation to the 
United States, he may as well disabuse 
himself of the erroneous idea. Aside 


jfrom patriotic nonsense concerning the 


cause for which they “fit, bled and 
died,” there ape several reasons why 
a permanent alliance with Uncle Sam- 
uel would be about the last thing the’ 
average islander would desire. Most 
bitterly and universally opposed to it 
are the two distinct and widely differ- 
ent elements which together compose 
more than two-thirds of Cuba’s popu- 
lation—the Spaniards and the colored 
people. With the former, opposition to. 
American authority rests upon a purely 
business basis, fearing competition with 
the richer and more energetic race. 
While a few of the larger financial in- 
terests may favor an alliance, the com- 
mercial classes in general are strongly 
in favor of independence. The bode- 
gueros, for example, a very numerous 
class who own the small provision 
stores which are located on every corner 
of every block in every Cuban city, 
dominating all the retail trade and 
forming @ more powerful factor in poli- 
tics than the saloon-keepers of the 
United States—are opposed to annexa- 
tion to P man. As a rule, too, the 
Spaniards own the drug stores, the 
cafés and the inns, or posadas, as they 
are called, throughout the island. In” 
the poorest little straw-thatched village 
one is always sure of a tolerable meal— 
rather. red-peppery and garlicy, per- 
haps, but clean and well served in 
courses, with good Spanish claret, Eng- 
lish ale, of Apollinaris water. These 
poor-looking posadas, where may be 
the mules and horses. are stalled in 
what would be the “parlor” in a coun- 
try tavern of the North, while the 
traveler sleeps above, are really much 
better than the average ‘hotel’ in vil- 
lages of the same size in America. The

The order of Gen. Brooke, for- 
bidding the bodegueros and café owners 
to sell any alcoholic liquors to Amer- 
ican soldiers, added fuel to the flame 
of hatred. From time out of mind 
they 4 turned many honest pennies 
by selling drinks to Spanish soldiers, 
and now that those good customers 
were gone, why not to. the usurpers? 
When a few of the bodegas and -po- 
sadas were closed and their owners 


‘heavily fined for breaking the law, they 


became intense in their hostility to 
American control, and the climax was 
capped when the finest café in Havana 
was shut up without legal process, be- 
cause one of its waiters sold a gin fizz 
to a drunken drum major. It was no 
use to plead that the ignorant employé 
mistook the drum major for a_major- 


eneral; the proprietor had no re- 
course until the military 
having made sufficient ‘example’ oO 


im, permitted the place to reopen. 

In of his ignorance and avarice, 
the Spanish property-owner in Cuba, 
being thrifty, hard-working, honest in 
his way and disposed to be peaceable, 
has in him more of, the elements of 
good citizenship than the average Cu- 
ban. He came from Catalonia, — 
turia or the Basque provinces, or ] 
father did—usually with no capital but 
strength and industry. He began as 
chore boy or farm hand to some bode- 
guero or planter, who had been a few 
years ahead of him in Cuba,. willing to 
work from 4 a.m. to 11 p.m. until the 
inevitable end -was attained of a shop 
or land or inn of his own. The Span- 
ish word bodego means wine cellar, but 
fiere it stands for any sort of general 
supply place, where everything eatable 
and drinkable is sold, from jerked beef 
to claret.

chant or landed proprietor, and though 
he may not be able to distinguish the 
price mark on his own goods, and signs 
his name with an X, he rides in his 
carriage at the head of island aristoc- 
racy. It is an actual fact that many 
of them have no system of keeping ac- 
counts but by chalk marks on the door. 
When the merchant is unable to read, 
all business re- 
quiring those accomplishments must be 
deputed to hired clerks. But the Span- 
iard, having plenty of native shrewd- 
ness, rarely ‘‘gets left,” as they say 
in America. You may be certain that 
he has a good margin of profit on all 
transactions, and though giving credit 
in what looks like a loose sort of way, 
he invariably collects the interest on 


employés live with the shop-keeper 
and his family, eating at the same 
table and sleeping somewhere in the 
place of business. Many of the larger 
mercantile establishments of Havana 
have especial dormitories for 
workmen. It is an economical ar- 
rangement on both sides, for though 
the wages are smaller, the clerk can 
save more who has no outside expense, 
and sooner arrives at the goal for 
which all are -striving—a business of 
his own. The best of feeling always 
prevails between employer and em- 
ployed, though the hours are long and 
the work hard; and both master and 
man are polite to. servility to cus- 
tomers. But for shrewd bargaining 
they beat the Yankees all hollow. 
With the exaggerated courtesy of the 
Latin race and many verbose compll- 
ments they may haggle for hours over 
some small difference in price, and 
then put off the trade to mafiana, fhop- 
ing the prospective buyer will. return 
another day and yield the extra penny 
or two of profit which they think may 
be gained by holding out. The Span- 
igh property-owners have about as 
much idea of self-government as a 
United States baby. Believing im- 
plicitly in the monarchical. institutions 
to which he was born, and having never 
had any hand in colonial affairs, he is 
derisely ignorant’ of all the tenets of 
republicanism, and will need to be edu- 
cated up to the rights and respons!- 
bilities of citizenship. :

Healthy Revival Prophesied in 


4 Noble Dramatic Literature—The 
Cleb’s Guest Honored. 


Mme. Modjeska read a paper before 
the Newman Club last evening on the 
‘influence of Christianity upon the 
stage. The paper followed the regu- 
Jar monthly dinner of the club, at the 
Westminster Hotel. A number of la- 
‘dies and non-members were present, at 
the invitation of the organization, to 
geet the guest of honor. Letters of 
regret were read by the secretary, 
Joseph Scott, from Gen. H. G. Otis, 
Archbishop P. J. Riordon, Frederick R. 


Coudert of New York, Cardinal Gib- 
bons, and Mgr. Martinelli, the papal 


delegate. 

At the conclusion of the dinner John 
F. Francis, the president of the club, 
presented Mme. Modjeska with a short 
address. Her paper was an account of 
gome of the episodes of classic and 
medieval history which show how re- 
ligion has moulded the development 
of the drama, and a discussion of the 
ethical value of true dramatic art. 

“The Christian spirit has exerted the 


game action upon the stage,’ said 
Mme. Modjeska, “as upon ail other 
manifestations of modern life. We all 


know that the ancient theater had a 
theocratic origin It is only’a natural 
consequence of the essence itself of 
dramatic art that the theater of the 
Christian era had its cradle in the 

“The Christian drama was born in 
the cathedrals, first in the shape of 
liturgic dialogues. later og in the so- 
called mysteries, which fo¥a long time 
supplied the only popular entertain- 
ment for our forefathers, whose pious 
minds they edified by episodes from 
the holy scriptures and from, the lives 
of the saints.” 

Mme. Modjeska described ‘the re- 
markable career of a German play- 
wright of the tenth century, Hrosvitha, 
“the nun of Gandersheim,’’ whom Ger- 
man critics declare marked the first 
steps in the evolution of the modern 
drama. This nun was well acquainted 
with the works of the Roman play-. 
wrights, which were frequently per- 
formed in the cloisters, the only “asy- 
lums of learning and literature. Feel- 
ingastrong aversion toward their pagan 
morals, she resolved to write a series 
of plays in which the literary charm of 
the ancients would be subservient to 
Christian ideas and pictures of Chris- 


tian life. 
. “Her works,” said Mme. Modjeska, 
“are of great literary and. artistic 


merit. She was the first to break with 
many traditions of the old classics, 
such as the rule of the three unities, 
and to introduce into dramatic litera- 
ture new elements, elements due en- 
tirely to Christianism. Her concep- 
tion of love between man: and woman, 
so entirely different from the old pagan 
idea, may seem to have inspired our 
modern romantic poets. She stands 
between the ancient and modern drama 
Ike a solitary column, the only logical 
and genuine transition.’ ‘ 

After being buried for six centuries 


{in the recesses of German convents, 


Hrosvitha’s plays were printed in 


« “Nuremberg and translated into Italian, 


German, and Spanish. 
. “The supposition,” said the speakey, 
“that she impressed thé Elizabethon 
“writers, and especially Shakespeare, is 
justified by the fact that, as wé know, 
the poet took many of his plots from 
the Italians, who, on their part, fol- 
‘lowed in some of their works the sub- 
jects treated by Hrosvitha, among 
others the story of ‘Romeo and Juliet’. 
On the first occasion I spoke in public 
of Hrosvitha (before the International 
Woman’s Congress at the Chicago 
World’s Fair in 1893) my subject svas 
the connection of woman -with the 
stage. My .object was to show how 
much the drama is indebted to woman. 
It is.a pleasure for me, now, to again 
glorify her name as a Christian, 
to proclaim how much we owe 
her for having first used the 


| 


drama as a vehicle for the high- 
est Christian ideas for having 
first brought into it elements of char- 
ity, purity, abnegation, forgiveness and 
the most delicate refinement. 

“After the Renaissance movement, 
the drama has passed through many 
ups and downs. Not only. did its 
authors forget its Christian 
they often-proved false to an artistia 
standard. The dramatic literature of 
the present century, while. brilliant 


during the revival of romanticism, es-— 
in Germany and France, be-' 


pecially 
came in the latter half a ‘matter of 
pure handicraft, and was prostituted 
only too frequently in order to pander 
to the lowest instincts and catch the 
pennies of the greatest numbers. But 
the fault does. not lie in the dramatic 
art itself. The so-called commercial 
spirit, so aggressive in all manifesta- 
tions of life at this end of ‘the century, 


has had a great deal to do with this} 


degradation and with the deviation of 
the stage from its higher mission. 


“Happily, there is no lack of signs 


of a revolution for the better in the 
sphere of the drama. The public taste 
is already surfeited with the mediocre, 
idiotic, corrupt plays that were offered 
to it during the last decades, and it 
weleomes heartily any new work of a 
higher moral and artistic standard. 1 
think we can safely look to a healthy 


revival in this direction, and I don’t] 


know of anything that can help more 
to this result than such work ds the 
Newman Club has for its object: The 
broadening -of minds, the improve- 
ment of souls, by the spreading’ of 
higher Christian literature.”’ : 

One after another a number of the 
members of the club rose to pronounce 
eulogies upon the artistic genius and. 
the womanly nobility oftheir guest. Hon. 
R. F. Del Valle proposed that.she be 
elected as the first honorary member 
of the club, and -that as a mark of 
special honor to her the ladies pres- 
ent be invit@éd to join in a rising vote 
to that effect. Tributes of respect and 
admiration, were also paid to’ Mme: 
Modjeska by Hon..Stephen M. White, 
Judge H. C. Dillon,~-Bishop George 
Montgomery, Isidore B. DockWeller and 
Charles F. Lummis. The latter made 
a felicitous address, describing the at- 
titude of mind to which one not a 
Catholic, the’ -son and grandson of 
Methodist circuit riders, had been 
brought by residence among the Span- 
ish-speaking peoples of America, the 
final conclusion being that “if we can’t 
meet on creed, we can meet on the 
belief that we must love our fellow- 
man and respect anything honest and 
true that ,is manly or womanly.”

Dr. Shorb was standing by his buggy 
in front of the Police Station when he 
saw Clayton come out and start down 
First street toward Broadway. Shorb 
grabbed his buggy wrip and started in 
pursuit. When Clayton heard his foot- 
steps, he turned around, and seeing the 
whip in Shorb’s hand, he executed a 
bluff by placing his hahd on his pistol 
pocket. Thinking that Clayton was 
drawing a gun, Shorb stopped so sud- 
denly that his feet slipped out from 
under him, and he measured his length 

_on the sidewalk. Clayton had no pistol, 
but he drew a large pocket knife and 


.warned Shorb to keep his distance. 


Upon regaining his feet Shorb ex- 
claimed: “You'd cut me, would you, 
draw a knife on me.” . 
‘Clayton put his knife in his pocket 
and. started torun.away. but Shorb 
rushed at him and struck 
shoulder with the whip. Clayton 
stopped to defend himeelf, and struck 


Shorb with his fist, but received in 
return arstinging blow across the left |.

the skin open and the blood streamed 
down Clayton's cheek. Clayton again 
got out his knife and threw it, un- 
opened at Shorb, but it niissed him.

Both prisoners were hurried back to 
.eourt. and trial of Shorb ‘and Musso 
‘was then resumed. Clayton, with blood 
coursing down his cheek and trembling 
with excitement, took the witness 
stand and gave his version of the trou-

-no further testimony in this case, the 
court fined Shorb and Musso each: $10, 
and their bail money was applied in

' Then, on complaint of Officer Shand, 
Shorb and Clayton were jointly ar-

JEALOUSY CAUSED SUICIDE. 


Tragic End of a Young Austrian 
Yesterday Morning. 


Simon Menghini,. a young Austrian, 
who’ has’ been living at No. 516 Rami- 
rez street for the past three weeks, 
committed suicide yesterday morning 
about ‘8 o'clock by firing a bullet 
through his heart from a.45-70 Martin 
rifle. Menghini placed the rifle against 
his breast and then pressed the trigger 
with a | erg The bullet went through 
thé mah’s heart, came out back Sf his 
shoulder and entered thé wall. 

A short time ago Menghini became 
acquainted with. Philomena Zencher, a 
young woman who lives with her 
parents at No. 718 Vignes street. Men- 
ghini became -infatuated with her, and 
after'% little while proposed marriage. 
She neither accepted nor rejected him, 
saying that she had not known him 
long enough to determine whether 
or not she cared to marry him. 

Last Sunday afternoon Miss Zencher 
attended a.gathering of young people 
in the ‘neighborhood, and was talking 
to a@ young man of her acquaintance 
when Menghini entered the room. He 
Was in a bad humor, and inclined to 
find fault with her. When she _ re- 
minded him that he had no right to 
dictate to, her, he left the house, and 
when she returned home her mother 
told her that Menghini had been there, 
but only remained a few minutes. He 
seemed to be in an excited frame of 
mind, but said’ nothing. 

When the shot was heard esterday 
morning, the occupants, of the house 
rushed into Menghini’s room, but he 
was already dead. On a table was 
found a photograph of Miss Zencher, 
on the reverse side of which was 
written: “Good-bye, my dear Philo- 
mena. When you get this -I will be 
dead.”" Deceastd left a. note stating 
that his name was Simon Menghini, 
and “that he was, born at Brez, Tyrol, 
Austria. | 

The remains were removed to Gar- 
rett’s undertaking parlors, where Coro- 
ner. Holland will hold an inquést this 
morning at 10 o’clock. An Elk badge 
was found pinned to deceaged’s vest, 
and it is said that he was an active 
member of that organization. Men- 
ghini came to Los Angeles from Ari- 
zona, where he was engaged in mining. 
He is said to have a brother living in 
Williams, Ariz., an@ other relatives 
in Austria. A short time ago he worked 
two days for the Southern Pacific in 
the gravel pits at San Fernando. 

Miss Zencher is the young -woman 
who nearly lost her life several years 


of @ laundry in which she was em- 
ployed. One of her arms was so badly 
crushed that it had to be amputated 
above the elbow.

An Original Dramatization of Thaek- 
eray’s Nonwense Story Delights a 
Large Audience—Gold Pins Pre-

A deliclously funny dramatization of 
Thackeray’s mock, heroic, “The Rose 
and the Ring,” was presented by the 
senior B class of the High School yes- 
terday afternoon at the annual meet- 
ing of the Star and Crescent in the High 
School auditorium.

The plot revolved *taround, a magic 
ring and a magic rosé, the possessor of 
either of which was instantly univer- 
sally beloved. The changes of owner- 
ship of the talismans resulted in wildly- 
hilarious confusion of love affairs 
which were only straightened out by the 
intervention of the Fairy Blackstick. 

The breakfast scenes in the palace of

Angelica, with their fair in curl papers, 
regaled themselves’ on real eggs and 
sausages, was inimitable burlesque, 
and: the scene when three royal high- 
nesses in a row declared their passion 
for the lovély lady’s maid Angelica set 
the audience shrieking with laughter. 
The final unravelling of the plot was 
effected with great cleverness and un- 
expectedness. 

‘Moye Stevens was most impressive as 
King Valoroso, usurping monarch of 
Pafiagonia, and the. sedateness with 
Which he discussed’ simultaneously his 
breakfast and the advisability of stop- 
ping his-intended son-in-law’s execution 
was a lesson in royal dignity.

As’ Jenkins Gruffanuff, porter to the 
court of Pafiagonia, Clarke Miller had 
not even one*word to say, but neverthe- 
less he played an important part in the 
fortunes of the hero. Frank Cardwell 
and Walter Rees, as Smith and Jones, 
respectively, Giglio’s fellow-students at 
the university, were a jolly pair, and 
when transformed into the Prince's 
aides and courtiers, they were as much 
at ease as when lounging in his college 
quarters.

WATPR METERS TO BE USED IN 
SANTA ANA HEREAFTER. 


Bid of a Los Angeles Concern Ac- 
cepted—Fast Mile by Silkwood. 
Oannery’s First -Run—News of 
Minor Importance. 


SANTA ANA, June 27.,— [Regular. Corre- 
spondence.] At the meeting on Monday the 
Board of Trustees purchased 400 meters, to be 
installed in the water system in this, city. 
No,city in Southern California has a better 
municipal water system than has Santa Ana. 
Apparently there has been only one fault to 
find with it, and that js the fact that too 
much leverage has been given the consumers. 
No reeord has been kept of the number of 
gallons per month each one used, and as a 
result many used it very lavishly with only 
a minimum amount of rental to pay. This 
will be changed by the meters, which will be 
installed within thirty or sixty days, and 
then the consumers having them will be 
charged 10 cents per 1000 gallons. This is a 
very low rate, but it is enough to insure the 
running expenses of the system, and that is 
all the city desires. Those having meters 
will also have the privilege of using water at 
any time of the day or night, while at the 
present time all consumers have to use it 
between the hours of 5 and 7 o'clock p.m. 
This necessarily makes a very heavy strain 
on the machinery at the pumping station, and 
besides the residents in the suburbs do not 
get force enough to the water for practical 
purposes. 

Bids for the meters ‘were received from the 
following firms: . Busch & Co., Baker 
Iron Works, Crane Company and Harper & 
Reynolds, all of Los Angeles; G. Frank Otis, 
Pasadena; F. P. Nickey, Santa Ana. The bid 
of the Harper & Reynolds Company of Los 
Angeles of $7 each for the Niagara meter 
was accepted, providing the bidders enter into 
an agreement and give a bond for to 
guarantee their meters for two years, and 
that under a test of fifteen gallons per heur 
each and every meter will register 90 per 
cent. of all water that passes through it. 
This provision was agreed to by their repre- 
sentative.

Improvement-bond Idea — Govern- 
ment Engineer® Operations. 
SAN PEDRO, June 27.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.]

HOW TO WEIGH ROCK. 

The government engineers on the break- 
water have a device for measuring weights 
of barge loads of rock, even in a somewhat 
rough sea. The harges now operating were 
towed into the inner harbor several weeks 
ago, one of them being loaded and the 
other empty. The water line of each was 
marked and the rock from the loaded one 
was weighed, a little at a time, and trans- 
ferred to the other barge. That operation 
was continued until the whole load of rock 

been moved from one barge to the other. 
The water lines of each of the barges were’ 
marked at all of the respective degrees 
submersion. With those marks the weight 
of rock on a barge may be determined if 


@& more difiéult mdtter and necessitates the 
use of special instruments. The device 
which will probably be used on the-break- 
water work here is a tubular affair. The 
tube is about six or eight feet in length 
and of three inches diameter and is at- 
tached perpendicularly to the side of the 
barge by means of two adjustable brackets. 
The brackets may be readily fastened to 
T slots, the latter being sunk into the side 
of the barge so as not to be knocked out of 
place or broken by colliding objects.. The 
tube, which is the most essential feature of 
the device, reaches below the water line 
and has fn its lower end a very smali aper- 
ture. The water may pass in or out 
through that aperture, but very slowly. The 
result is that when the motion of the sea 
cauges the barge to rock so that the side 
is one moment above and the next moment 
below. its normal position, the ingress and 
egress of water through the aperture in the 
bottom of the tube amounts to practically 
nothing and the level of the water in the 
tube is on what in still water would be the 
water line of the barge. s I metallic 
float with a measuring stick attached is in- 
serted in the tube. e reading of the 
flotting scale shows to the one-hundredth 
of. a foot the true water line and that de- 
termines to within about a ton. the quan- 
tity of rock on the barge. ae 

The engineer's quarters and accommoda- 
tions on the east side of the inner hafbor 


not far north of Deadman’s Island are being. 


Suitably’ fitted for the several years of oc- 
cupancy that the work on the breakwater 
will require. A neat, though small, office 
building has been erected and several hun- 
dred feet of walkway on small piling have 
been constructed leading from the office to 
the inner harbor channel. At the outer end 
work is going ahead on a boat landing T- 
shaped 30x12 feet. The launch Point Loma, 
formerly used in’ the artille service be- 
tween San Diego and Ballast Point, has 
been chartered for use here. It will be very 
useful to the engineers, who will need it in 
running to and from the breakwater site, 
where there will be much work for them to 
do, and for other service. 

Six barge loads of rock have been dumped 
on the breakwater site, aggregating not far 

m tons. General uperintendent 
Wyckoff said today that in the preliminary 
operations now going on at the Catalina 
Island quarry about two tons of debris have 
to be cleared away and dumped into the 
neighboring deep water in order to get out 
‘one ton of rock fit to put into the seawall. 
The debris has been accumulating for many 
years, as various quarrying operations have 
been conducted there, and there is a big lot 
of it that will have to be cleared away be- 
fore the removal of breakwater rock can go 
on uninterruptedly. 

ALLEGED ROBBERY. 

A peculiar robbery case is to come before 
Justice Daewning*for preliminary examina- 
tion Wednesday. The accused persons are 
Champ L. and Milton M. Saxton, who are 
made joint defendants. The complainant is 
William Quinn, driver for Wells, Fargo & 
Co.’s express. According tto Quinn’s allega- 
tion he delivered a package to the Saxtone’ 
home on West street, near Eighteenth street, 
two weeks ago last Saturday. There was 45 
cents due, which he collected. Quinn deliy- 
ered another package at the same ‘house 
last Saturday. When he entered the house 
he says the two Saxtons attacked him and, 
after inflicting bodily violence, compelled 
him to give up 45 cents, they asserting that 
he Nad wrongfully collected that sum when 
he made the former visit. The defendants 
remain to be heard from and will have an 
opportunity to tell their version of the affair 
in court.

SAN DIEGO, June 27. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.]

RED BANANAS AGAIN. 
After an Absence c 


ef Eight Years 
They are Pat on Sale. 


[Chicago Inter-Ocean:] Hundreds of 
people stopped to examine a bunch of 
red bananas which hung in front of 
a Madison-street fruit store yesterday. 
From the bunch of tempting fruit hung 
a placard, stating that they were the 
first red bananas to be brought into 
Chicago in eight years, and that they 
were imported from Porto Rico. 

Many people recognized the bananas 
as Jong-lost friends, and remembered 
the time when the fruit could be 
bought anywhere in the city for 5 cents 
a dozen. 

“We tried four months to get red 
bananas before we got these,’ said 
the manager of the store. ‘We finally 
secured them from a New York firm. 
Ten years ago, red bananas became a 
drug on the market. So many of them 
were shipped from the West Indies 
that they were sold for 5 cents a dozen 
in Chicago, and then dealers could 
not get rid of them. So no more were 
imported, and for the last eight years 
there have been none in the Chicago 
market. 

“The red bananas are really better 
than the yellow ones. They have 
finer flavor. I have four bunches 
them, and if the people appreciate 
them, I will arrange to keep them in 
stock.” 

A member of a South Water-street 
firm which deals extensively in ba- 


dealer in regard to the quality of the 
red banahas..~ 

“They are inferior to the yellow ones 
in flavor,” he said, “and were driven 
from the market partly. because the 
war in Cuba interferred. with their 
shipment. I have not seen any of 
them in the market for the last eight 
years, and I do not think Chicago 
dealers can ever be induced to handle 
them again. They are too hard to 
dispose of.” 

New Orleans is the distributing point 
for the banana trade, the fruit being 
shipped from Cuba, Porto Rico and 
Jamaica by water, and sent north and 
east by rail. The red bananas which 
come to New Orleans are used in the 
home market or shipped to the coast 
cities.

BOARD OF EDUCATION.

TEACHERS FOR COMING YEAR IN- 
FORMALLY ELECTED. 


for Music and Drawing Rooks for 
Four Years—Attorney’s Opinion, 


The closing of the ‘school year is re- 
quiring the Board of Education to hold 
a series of nightly meetings, which it 
is hoped’ by them will be terminated 
with the session this evening. 

The most important matter before 
the board last evening was a deci- 
sion regarding the-corps of teachers to- 
be employed during the coming year. 


in 
secret session,.the fact of the agree- 
ment was announced publicly, though’ 
the names were kept secret until they 
can be legally elected. This is in™ 
conformity with law and custom. It 
is highly desirable that the corps of 
teachers be selected early, that. the 
teachers may have ample time to make 
their personal arrangements, but the 
law does not permit them ta be for- 
mally chosen until the first meeting in 
July. The teachers ‘who have been se- 
lected and those who have been re- 
jected will be notified, but the list 
will not be made public at present. 

The action taken at the preceding 
evening’s session regarding music and 
drawing books, whereby bids for sup- 
plying them for four years were re- 
jected, was brought up again on a mo- 
tion for reconsideration. It had been 
the opinion of the board that a two- 
thirds vote was necessary to accept 
a bid, and for that reason the bids 
had been rejected. But it was found 
that a majority is all that is required, 
and a majority were in favor of letting 
the contracts. This was one of the sub- 
jects which kept the board in secret 
session as a committee of the whole 
for several hours. When the commit- 
tee reported to the board, it was with 
the recommendation that the bids for 
drawing books be rejected, the bid of 
Silver, Burdette & Co., for the same 
music books which have been in use in 
the city for seven years, and the bid 
of D. C. Heath & Co., for the natural 
vertical system of writing books, be 
accepted. The recommendations were 
adopted. In accepting these bids the 
board buys no books, but determines 
that they shall be in use in the city for 
four years, and the price of the books 
to the pupils and the conditions of the 
supply are determined. The adoption 
of the bid for drawing books was 
warmly discussed, .President Davis 
and Messrs. Washburn and Chambers 
being in:the minority opposed to bind- 
ing the city for four years. 

The matter of the board taking eight 
pages in The Times souvenir book for 
the National Educational Association 
at a cost of $200 was debated at con- 
siderable length, the power of the board 
to make such an appropriation being 
contested. The matter was 
to the City Attorney for an opinion, 
to be obtained for tonight’s session. 

Superintendent of Schools Foshay 
was granted an extra clerk for one 
month, to be named by himself, at a 
cost not to exceed $60. 

The bonds of each of the companies 
whose bids had been accepted were 
fixed at $5000. 


Knocked Down by a Scorcher,

painfully bruised by a bicycle rider 
about 7 o’clock last night at the cor- 
ner of Fifth street and Broadway.
